would never have to be repaid to the Stare, 

There would be no local taxes, or payments in lieu of taxes, on 
any public or private property purchased by the Authority or taken 
by eminent domain, 

In addition to other operating personnel the Authority would be 
authorized to maintain its own force of police’ to serve any of its 
needs, 

Cities and towns, charitably enough, would be permitted to pledge 
their on-street (parking, meter) receipts to help finance Authority 
projects, 

No additional bonding requirements*for members of the Authority 
beyond those required in connection with the Boston Common garage, 
in the amount of $25,000 per member, would be required although 
the scale of she Authority's operations under the present bill could 
easily reach scores or even hundreds of millions of dollars. 

Essentially this bill opens the door to a monstrous state-wide 
monopoly of off-street parking facilities removed from the super- 
lvosopm pr control of State and local government, This legislation 
is an example of the dangerous abuse of the principle and use of the 
self-supporting revenue bond authority, When used for appropriate 
land restricted purposes’ with proper safe guards for the public 
interest, the public authority is an invaluable device for progress.
